Pending definite data high officials 
are proceeding on the theory that the 
rumor that Sandino was killed or 
wounded and his band dispersed is 
false. Suspicious evidences of life 
noted east and north of Chipote 
caused serious consideration of the 
theory. that Sandino withdrew his 
men. to cover after Saturday’s pun- 
ishing air attack and is only waiting 
a more favorable occasion to renew 
his activity. 

Sandino had mined the ground pre- 
vious to his withdrawal, and since 
he had tons of dynamite at his dis- 
posal and miners competent to lay 
and electrify mines, any exploration 
of Chipote by the ground forces will 
be done very carefully.

History shows, however, that there 
is a direct connection between a 
large commerce and an effective) 
merchant marine. When the story 
of overseas transportation is studied, 
it is seen that the nations which. 
possessed the means of expanding 
their sea-borne trade rosé to pros- 
perity. As a matter of fact, the re- 
lation goes even further and includes 
the possession of an effective navy. 
When the trade with the Indies and 


‘oo | the Americas was first established, 


the Spaniards vied with the English 
for the control of the seas. Later 
the Dutch came on the scéne, and 
as. their \commerce developed they 
built up their merchant fleet and 
navy to a point where it threatened 
England’s trade. Before the Civil 
War, when America’s overseas trade 
was important, America’s merchant 
marine almost equaled. the English 
in tonnage. As Germany’s com- 
merce began to seek foreign markets 
she built up her merchant fleet to 
carry it.. Before the World War, 
however, our generation in America 
paid little attention to the merchant 
marine and foreign trade. The dis- 
location of shipping which persisted 
until the armistice was one of the 
factors which led us to build ships. 
As Mr. SIsson pointed out, they 
were ready for our use when we be- 
gan the vigorous expansion of our 
Latin-American trade, which today 
is almost four times what it was 
in 1913. 

What the country will finally do 
about its shipping policy none can 
foretell. Despite the enormous value 
of America’s sea-borne commerce, 
which, including the coastwise ship- 
ping, has been estimated at about 
$19,000,000,000, of which a little 
more than half is commerce with 
foreign countries, we have been slow 
to appreciate the importance of 
ships of our own to carry our own 
There are indications, how- 
ever, that the American people, who 
had turned their eyes inland after 
the Civil War and concentrated their 
energies on the development of their 
internal riches, are at last looking 
again toward the sea, as did their 
ancestors after the American Revo- 
lution. The continual expansion of 
America’s. overseas trade will in 
itself induce a. greater interest in 
shipping. .This is. particularly. true 
of shipping to and from the Latin- 
American countries. As the confer- 
ence at. Havana progresses we shall 
have new indications that one of the 
principal reasons why the United 
States is such an important factor in 
Pan-American affairs is because of 
the ever-closer commercial relations 
between her and the other countries 
of the Western Hemisphere.

_ Representative CeLize. of New 
York City ‘has introduced a bill to 
repeal those sections of the Federal 
Criminal Code which prohibit inter- 
state transportation of films of box- 
ing contests. A recent Court deci- 
sion took all force from the law. It 
never had any logic behind it. Films, 
under. that decision, may now be 
shown in States other than that in 
which the fight was held, but \they 
may.not be transported, . The result 
is that bootlegging against this law 
has begun, and movies of the recent 
Tunney-Dempsey fight were shown 
everywhere in the country. ‘There 
is, under the Court’s ruling, no pen- 
alty against an exhibitor for receiv- 
ing stich films from a bootlegger, 
provided he hasn’t participated in 
the) bootlegging itself. 

There are enough senseless laws 
on the statute books without this 
one. Reports from Washington are 
that the House committee in charge 
is disposed to allow the repeal bill to 
sleep forever. The longer the law 
Ttemains in the Code, the more boot- 
legging there will be; and one would 
suppose that even Congress has seen 
enough of this sort of thing. “ Still ” 
pictures of fights are published by 
the thousands, without penalty. It 
is nonsense to continue this ineffec- 
tual ban against the motion pic- 
tures.

THE D. A. V.’S TRUST FUND. 


Almost ten years after the Armi- 
stice the Disabled American Vet- 
e--ns of the World War, an organi- 
zation approved and vouched for by 
President’ COOLIDGE, Vice President 
DAWES, General PERSHING and Ad- 
miral EBERLE, will ask the American 
people to subscribe the sum of 
$2,000,000 for a trust fund yielding 
$100,000 a year in interest. This 
sum the D. A. V. proposes to use to 
continue its work of aiding disabled 
veterans to secure relief under the 
provisions of the amended law cre- 
ating the Veterans’ Bureau. Last 
year it spent $97,991, which was ob- 
tained from membership dues, ad- 
vertising in its mewspapers, re- 
ceipts from D. A. V. conventions, 
“ Forget-me-not” drives and the 
sale of emblems. But these sources 
of revenue are not to be depended 
upon indefinitely. An assured in- 
come is needed to carry on a work 
which the veterans, many of them 
disabled themselves and lying in 
hospitals, support with their contri- 
butions. They know how involved 
is the process of proving claims and 
how difficult it sometimes is to 
obtain the evidence required. Few 
veterans can afford to employ law- 
yers to help them, Many applicants 
have become. discouraged by the 
“red tape” of relief and would have 
utterly failed to make out cases for 
themselves if the D. A. V. had not 
gone to’ their aid. How would the 
trust income be spent? This is the 
answer given: 

It will enable the D. A. V. within 
the next fifteen years to reach at 
least.80 per cent. of the more than 
500,000 veterans whose claims have 
not yet been recognized by. the 
Government to determine the va- 
lidity of their claims and to assist 
those. legally entitled to help. . It 
will also enable the D. A. V. to 
aid the 275,000 disabled veterans 
who have not yet received needed 
care and assistance. No item in 
the program is for administrative 
work. This expense is carried, and 
will continue to be carried, by the 
dues of its own disabled member- 
ship. 

In considering gifts to this meri- 
torious fund the following facts 

should be borne in mind: Of the 
fifty disabled veterans regularly em- 
ployed upon relief work only thir- 
teen are paid for full-time service; 
others “ carry on” partly with their 
own rescurces, and the remainder 
give their time for nothing. .Fur- 
thermore, disabled veterans have 
subscribed $43,000 toward the ex- 
pense of financing the campaign to 
raise the trust fund of $2,000,000. 
Their contributions should. be re- 
turned. Devotion to the cause could 
go no further.. Does not the Gov- 
ernment provide information to 
guide the veteran in making out his 
sheaf of papers to accompany an 
application? It does, but the D. A. 
V. states that “he must follow a 
“procedure many times as compli- 
“cated as that of the income tax, 
“requiring from twelve to twenty- 
“five distinct: steps.” This is the 
“red tape” of relief; the system

THE SHORT-WAVE PROBLEM. 

The recent international radio tele- 
graph convention, in which seventy- 
seven nations participated, empha- 
sized the desirability of utilizing 
short waves (by which we méan 
waves varying from 15 to 50 meters 
in length) for wireless communica- 
tion between fixed points, and thus 
exploiting the ether to the utmost. 
Acting on this. suggestion, the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission has con- 
ducted. hearings which have now 
come to an end and which served the 
useful purpose of disclosing the na- 
ture of the very difficult problem 
that all countries must solve if they 
are to live in radio peace with one 
another and at the same time use 
short waves as supplements of the 
telephone and the telegraph. 

The number of short-wave lengths 
that can be used for communication 
between fixed points throughout the 
world lies somewhere. between 600 
and 800. Of these the United States 
can hardly claim more than 150 to 
200. Hence the prediction made by 
a prominent radio engineer that the 
communication possibilities of the 
short-wave spectrum are unlimited 
proves to be much too optimistic. In 
truth, the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion is confronted with a situation 
not unlike that which so long pre- 
vailed in the field of broadcasting. 
There is good reason to believe that 
more applications for licenses have 
been filed than the commission can 
possibly grant. 

Short-wave communication — be- 
tween fixed points, unlike broad- 
casting, must be considered in its 
international aspects.' There is a 
kind of radio mirror in the sky 
known as the Heaviside layer. It 
has a peculiar reflective effect on 
short waves. Thus a _ short-wave 
message may be inaudible fifty miles 
from its source, but only too audible 
10,000 miles away. Hence a short- 
wave operator in New York may 
easily make a nuisance of himself 
in Italy or the Argentine. By the 
same token the short waves of Bu- 
rope may play havoc with our Amer- 
ican efforts at communicating by 
way of the ether. If they are to 
live in radio peace with one another, 
seventy-seven nations must respect 
one another’s rights. It is evident 
that good nature, common sense, 
and a realization that short waves 
belong to the world rather than t9 
any one country must guide our Fed- 
eral Radio Commission and equiva- 
lent bodies in foreign countries. 

Except for the radio engineers 
who appeared before the commission 
the peculiarly international charac- 
ter of short waves might easily have 
escaped attention in Washington. 
Brokers, oil companies, railways, 
rubber companies, telegraph com- 
panies, press associations—all urged 
their claims to a slice of the ether. 
The navy wanted no fewer than 100 
out of a possible 150 or 200 wave 
lengths, with. other Government 
agencies still to be heard from. And 
we have still such undeveloped arts 
as television to consider. Fortu- 
nately, Dr. DELLINGER of the Bureau 
of Standards held out the hope that 
the number of available short waves 
would be increased in time as greater 
proficiency in handling them was 
acquired, As it is, the Federal Radio 
Commission is plainly .confronted 
with ‘the duty of brushing aside 
purely selfish and trivial claims to 
wave lengths and to consider: only 
those of paramount public interest. 


THE CHANGING VILLAGE. 


_ Since the days of SINCLAR LEwISs’s 
*“ Hobohemia ” there have been strik- 
ing changes in the physiognomy of 
Greenwich Village, the region. dedi- 
cated to the gay, irresponsible peo- 
ple described by the apt portmanteau 
expression. Hobohemians are not 
wealthy, and rising rents in the Vil- 
lage have driven many poor poets 
and artists to garrets in other 
cheaper parts of the city. To make 
their exodus complete is one of the 
purposes of the Lower Manhattan 
Industrial. Association, which is 
making plans for a “ bigger and bet- 
ter Village.”

lest. the Park. Department's pro- 
posals for the development’ of the 
upper west side might encroach on 
the Dock Department’s needs: The 
Chamber of Commerce expressed 
the same fear.

The committee made several 
suggestions looking toward a com- 
promise in the comparatively small |” 
area in dispute. 

A number of speakers showed a 
broader concern for the plan as a 
whole. It rests on a technical re- 
port made by an engineering com- 
mittee representing all the interested 
parties, including the city, the rail- 
road,. the Port Authority and the 
Transit Commission. These engi- 
neers have no doubt given the prob- 
lem expert study, and the Board of 
Estimate’s special committee is car- 
rying on negotiations with the rail- 
road with a proper desire to protect 
the city’g interests. Mr. GROSVENOR 
ATTERBURY, speaking for the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, says that 
the. proposal looks to him. “ more 
like a horse trade than a city plan.” 
There is something in that, even 
though, as Mr: ATTERBURY would con- 
cede, there had to be a bargain with 
the railroad, whose vested rights are 
recognized. Engineering studies are 
not sufficient. It is imperative that 
before the project is finally adopted 
it be reviewed by some more broadly 
representative group. 


THE BLESSED WEATHER. 


If the warm “ spells ” of January, 
normally the coldest month of 
Winter, puzzle the Weather Bureau 
at Washington, the rigors of the 
season in Europe confound the ex- 
perts there. London had a heavy 
snowfall late. in December. The 
whole city went into white. Like 
fairyland the parks looked in their 
robes of white and spangles of 
frost. Santa Claus, using a sleigh 
in London to get around, was a de- 
light to the imaginations of chil- 
dren. In other parts of Europe the 
abnormal also happened. Christ- 
Mas was hard on man and beast 
and bird in Budapest. The cold 
was benumbing and blighting. In 
the slums of the city “first aid” to 
the poor became imperative. Gas 
meters. froze and Budapest cooked 
by gas. Birds died by hundreds in 
the streets and were shoveled into 
sacks by the scavengers. No less 
than 200 barges and 24 steam- 
boats were frozen in on the Danube. 
Food was carried to them over 
the ice, but on Lake Balaton it 
was three days before supplies 
could be got to the passengers on 
a steamboat caught in the floes. 
Even ‘the beggars’ Christmas tree 
in Budapest was a joyless festival, 
owing to the nipping cold. 

In the Alps sports were spoiled 
by torrential rains that swept away 
most of the snow. They came after 
intense cold “that lasted for ten 
days. Christmas on the Riviera 
was brilliantly clear, only to be fol- 
lowed by drenching rain; with thun- 
der ‘and lightning. The skies were 
overcast ‘for days and an exodus 
from Nice to a sunnier clime was 
reported. It is something unusual 
for the Riviera to complain of its 
Winter weather.

Help Needed for the Blind. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

During the year just ended the New York 
Association for the Blind trained and. gave 
employment to more blind men and women 
than ever befoie. _We have also placed more 
blind persons in positions and helped many 
more in business ventures. 

The work which was started in a small 
room in the house of the founder, Winifred 
Holt Mather, now occupies three large plants 
in Manhattan—the Lighthouse, 111 East Fit- 
ty-ninth Street; the Bourne Workshop, 338 
East Thirty-fifth Street, and the Boarding 
House for Blind Men, 605 First, Avenue.
